He has gone now, rather unceremoniously, without 
haying achieved one single memorable success in 18 
months or so — quite unusual for the previously high- 
riding Saints.

By marrying off the struggling Sydney clubs to 
their even more impoverished Melbourne, Adelaide, 
Brisbane, etc. counterparts the overall balance would 
not change one iota. 

Zero and zero still equals zero, no matter how 
you juggle the figures. 

Let the advocates of the National League come 
forward with a solid, intelligent and financially feasible 
plan; Jet them produce some convincing argument. 
We are waiting hopefully and patiently.
